r s ma ny a s were reco ix led 20 y ea rs ea rlier. Interest­ 
ing ly , o nly ‘a v ery few o f these a re instig a ted by cred­ 
ito rs.

It is ra ther ea sy fo r the perso n who se ma in a sset 
is a .lo b to file a petitio n fo r perso na l ba nkruptcy a nd 
ha v e it a ccepted, pro v ided it is no t deemed fra udulent.

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Personal Bankruptcies 


The fivhriK of remorse or concerti due to inability 
to pay debts is fast becoming as extinct as the dtxlo 
bird. The rising incidence of personal Iwnkruptcies 
attests to this growing attitude. Throughout the coun­ 
try there is a disturbing trend among people to attach 
little or no social stigma to taking this avenue of 
avoiding payment of debts. 
Those businesses that extend credit to the general 
public have not tx! a marked increase in this debt dodge 
technique in recent years. The trend is ironic in that 
it seems to feed on the current burgeoning economy. 
It would seem natural in a healthy economy that peo­ 
ple would have more money to |>ay debts, hut the nat­ 
ural human tendency to keep up with the Joneses lures 
many to live far beyond their means. 
Nationally, according to a recent article in the Wall 
Street Journal, personal banki’uptcies the year ended 
last June 30 were up nine per cent from the previous 
year, triple the number IO years earlier and IS times 
as many as were recorded 20 years earlier. Interest­ 
ingly, only* a very few of these are instigated by cred* 
itors. Local experience would seem to boer this out. 
It Is rather easy for the person whose main asset 
is a job to file a petition for fiersonal bankruptcy and 
have it accepted, provided it is not deemed fraudulent. 
Once the petition is approved, there is no more worry 
about creditors. A referee is appointed. Creditors are 
notified by mail to attend a meeting for the purpose 
of doc idUig how the assets will lie divided. A meaning­ 
less itxitine in most instances since the assets are non­ 
existent. As a result most of the time creditors do not 
even show up for the meeting. 
With credit getting looser day by day It is unlikely 
this trend will slow down. Federal law governs all 
bankruptcies and it is at that level where serious study 
should he given to a dangerous fiend. It is futile to 
wring our hands about the decline in morality. But 
positive action should lie taken to study ways and 
means to tighten the law to make flouting of debt re­ 
sponsibility more difficult.

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Vietnam War Enter’s Final, Crucial Stage

SAIGON—In these first four 
months of 1968, the Vietnam 
w ar has entered its acute and 
probably decisive stage. 
The showdown is emerging 
on the battlefield, in the diplo­ 
m atic halls, and at the ballot 
box. Nobody can predict with 
certainty the result, but there 
is a strong and growing belief 
here that it will soon come 
into view. 
“ A year from now. the big 
w ar will be over, one way or 
another,” says a knowledg- 
able. well - placed American 
with 
an excellent foresight. 
“ I ca n ’t tell you how, but it 
will.” 
The timetable, at l e a s t , 
seems confirmed on the ene­ 
my side. Last October. Viet 
Cong cadres in the Mekong 
were told: “ The years 1967- 
1968 will conclude the revolu­ 
tion in South Vietnam.” 
In mid March, Communist 
party and youth cadres were 
informed—according to a cap­ 
tured document—that the new 
‘‘strategic offensive phase” of 
the w ar would last more than 
a few days, "but definitely 
not as long as a year.” 
A host of other hints and 
documents point to mid sum ­ 
m er as the climax of the Com­ 
munist all out effort. 
Presi­ 
dent Nguyen van 
Thieu of 
South 
Vietnam 
believes 
it 
could come a little later, but 
certainly 
some tim e before 
the 
American 
elections, 
to 
have m axim um impact there 
and on peace talks. 
The Communists appear to 
have improved their position 
at 
a conference table with 
their recent achievements in 
the lunar new year offensive. 
which m ay have been planned 
for that very purpose. Cer­ 
tainly they (did not achieve 
the 
declfive victory'' 
they 
sought—unless that is. they 
persuaded the U.S. public to 
give up the war. 
Todav the doldrums brought 
on by the offensive seem final­ 
ly to be over, 
with 
allied 
troops having broken out of 
the Khe Sanh and other deep- 
h defensive postures. Once 
again, the United States has 
“ stopped losing.” Now it is 
the enemy who is disengag­ 
ing and disappearing, perhaps 
to prepare for the next round. 
The success or failure of 
s u c h 
a 
forthcoming 
effort 
could cast a long shadow over 
the fortunes at a negotiating 
table. By the time the talks 
get around to the heart of the 
problem — future 
control 
of 
South Vietnam — the the m ay 
have been cast on the field of 
battle. 
Protracted Negotiations 
Even so. the best informed 
American and Vietnamese of­ 
ficials here believe the nego­ 
tiating state of this war is 
likely to be protracted. 
U.S. Ambassador Ellsworth 
Bunker recalls from personal 
experience 
that 
the 
Dutch- 
Inaonesian settlement o v e r 
West 
New Guinea 
was ex­ 
pected to take one week—and 
consumed 7*a months instead. 
The political solution to the 
Dominican Republic c r i s i s 
took a year and a half. Bunker 
rates the Vietnam problem as 
far more difficult than either 
of his 
e a r l i e r diplomatic 
achievements. 
The niceties of diplomatic 
decision 
if that is the way it 
is to com e—m ay drag on at 
turtle’s pace. Yet the rush of 
events in Vietnam and con­ 
cerning 
Vietnam

1968 leave a man on the-scene 
with the eerie feeling of hav­ 
ing 
lived

moment in history, 
without 
being able to discern clearly

Ninety per cent of these cus­ 
tomers are from Germany and 
99 per ent of them all are male 
customers," he said. 
He supplies customers with a 
catalogue from which they can 
choose a wide variety of maga­ 
zines, photographs. 8mm mov­ 


ies in black and white or color, 
slides and books. He also turns 
out an international circular in 
which his customers can adver­ 
tise their secret desires. Women 
advertise free and the average 
response is 400 letters per ad. 
“ If we can sell it, it must be 
because there is a market lor 
it," said another porno-produc- 
er. 
Profits Handsome 
Profits in the business are 
handsome.

Denmark’s photographic por­ 


nography leaves little to the im­ 
agination and garishly outrivals 
the stuff peddled by back street 
vendors of former times.

“ actors" who are paid about 
$100 for making a sex film. 
“ I don’t mind the work," said 
one 19 year old male model. “ It 
is easy money—and the work is 
not boring." 
"It all started with Eve," said 
a 21-year old Copenhagen girl 
who has starred in several por­ 
no movies.

Girls Not Dumb 
"Very few of the girls are 
dumb,” said an old hand at :ex 
movie producing.
